The British have powerfully re- 
inforced their Greek Allies for the 
coming campaign. 

The main Greek defense line may 
run from the Jugoslav frontier 
southeast to the Gulf of Salonika, 
a short 75 mile strip of territory 
which British strategists believe can 
be held indefinitely at considerably 
less cost in men and material than 
the narrow finger of Macedonia 
where Salonika is located. 

According to Greek accounts a 
big Italian offensive started in Al- 
bania about a week ago has been 
smashed and Premier Benito Mus- 
solini, who personally directed it, 
has gone back to Rome. 

Germany reported a big shipping 
loss. Berlin said that the great 
liner Breman, a 51,231-ton, $20,000,- 
000 luxury liner, had caught fire 
from “undisclosed origin” and had 
been burning for more than 24 
hours. 

The German report raised the 
suspicion that the huge liner might 
have been blasted in one of the 
heavy British raids last week, on 
north German ports.
